Farmers' Club Hears Address From 


Manager of Fruit Exchange on 


Marketing. 


The meeting of the Covina Valley 


Farmers' Club at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. S. T. Berry last Saturday after- 
noon was one of the most enjoyable 
and instructive for some time. The 
meeting was very largely 
attended. 


The principal speaker was B. A. Wood- 
ford, manager of the California Fruit 
Exchange, who spoke along the gen- 
eral 
line 
of marketing 
the 
fruit 


through the cooperative system. 


Mr. Woodford began by saying that 


all localities in California are raising 
better fruit than formerly. This is 
due to more intensive fertilization, 
and cultivation, he said, and to a gen- 
eral care which is of a higher order 
than it has been in the past. And it 
s the localities where better fruit is 
raised that will have the preference 
n the market. Mr. Woodford spoke 
of the fact that the California Fruit 
Exchange will ship twelve milliom 
boxes of oranges and lemons this 
year, and he pointed out the fact 
hat the work of getting this fruit on- 
o the eastern market is being done 
at a cheaper rate and in a more effi- 
ient manner than by other indepen- 
ent companies. 
Mr Woodford outlined the methods 
f the Exchange in selling through 
Exchange agents instead of through 


rokers and commission men. 
The 


Ixchange has almost entirely elimin- 
ted the broker from the business, 
nd nearly air the fruit is sold through 


men who are on salary for the Ex- 
hange, and therefore men -whose sole 
dea is that of beliing oranges. The 
lanager also spoke of the extensive 


advertising which is being done by 
the Exchange, and that this advertis- 
ing is to be increased during the com- 
ing year. 


The meeting was made thoroughly 


enjoyable by an entertainment con- 
sisting of solos by Miss Harriet Davis, 
Henry L. Marshall and James Wells. 
Miss Vyvyenne Faulder played a num- 
ber of well-rendered piano solos, and 
accompanied Mr. Marshall in solos. 
A very delectable lunch was served 
by the hostess, assisted by a corps of 
young ladles. 


A general discussion was entered 


into concerning the report of Dr. R. 
R. Snowden of Los Angeles on the 
lime deposits at Spadre.

Jerome Reynolds informed the mem- 
bers that this lime could be secured 
for $1.00 per ton, with an added freight 
of one dollar. The lime, according to 
analysis, is excellent for use as a fer- 
tilizer.

Bishop Johnson 
Conducts Ceremony 


For Holy Trinity Episcopal Church 


of Covina. 


The 
impressive ceremony of the 


laying of the corner-stone of the new j 
Kpiscopal Church was held on Thurs- i 
day afternoon before a gathering of 
parishioners, who listened to the con- 
ducting of the service by Right Rev- 
erend Joseph H. Johnson, bishop of 
the Episcopal diocese of Los Angeles, 
The people were gathered in the open 
air and sunshine on Badillo avenue, 
and joined in the responses of the 
ritualistic service. Rev. Alfred Flet- 
cher, pastor of the church, assisted in j 
the ceremony. Hymns were sung by 
liiu people. Hishop .Johnson made an 
allusion to the splendid work which 
has been carried on by Rev. Mr. Flet- 
cher in this parish, and said that the 
pastor would undoubtedly have many 
tender memories to keep concerning 
the old wooden edifice which is now- 
being relegated to the background. 
The bishop spoke of the fact that it 
was in the old wooden building that 
he conducted the first confirmation 
service on coming to California. 


In his address to the people Bishop 


Johnson 
spoke 
of the significance 


which the inspired writers 
of 
the 


Scriptures placed upon the corner- 
stone as a symbol. In Bible times, he 
said, it was undoubtedly true that the 
corner-stone bore a relation to the en- 
tire structure that could be called 
pivotal or keystone, and the strength 
of the building rested on the fidelity 
of the workmen in the placing of this 
stone. Architecture had undergone a 
change since that time, and the signi- 
ficance of the corner-stone was obso- 
lete, except in the. relation it bears 
to the church and its religious found- 
ation, the bishop said. The corner- 
stone of every Christian organization 
must ever be Jesus Christ Himself, 
and if there is aught of significance 
on such an occasion as this, the bish- 
op said, it lay in the bringing of the 
people to see the reality of Christ's 
foundation in Christianity. 


The church plans were drawn in 


1908 
by Architect Arthur Benton of 


Los Angeles, but work upon the foun- 
dation was not started until a month 
since. The building when completed 
will have cost $14,000, and is built of 
handsomely faced stone. Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher states that services will un- 
doubtedly be held in the church on 
Easter Sunday.
